FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  1941  fire  season  was  the  worst  on  record  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  More  fires  occurred,  more  area  was 
burned  over,  greater  damage  was  done  to  our  woodlands, 
higher  losses  were  sustained  in  other  real  property  burned 
and  the  cost  of  suppressing  fires  was  greater. 

There  will,  perhaps,  never  be  more  ideal  conditions  for 
fire  than  existed  in  1941.  A  scarcity  of  rain  left  the  forests 
in  a  highly  inflammable  condition.  The  accompanying  high 
winds  spread  fires  with  almost  lightning  rapidity  through 
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the  parched  forest  lands.  These  conditions,  coupled  with 
human  carelessness,  made  1941  outstanding  in  the  state's 
forest  fire  record. 

As  we  approach  the  1942  fire  season,  we  wonder  just  what 
may  be  in  store  for  us.  The  woodlands  are  in  as  critical 
condition  as  they  were  last  year,  if  not  more  so.  Blown  down 
trees  still  clutter  sizeable  acreages  of  our  woodland  areas; 
the  increased  tempo  in  lumbering  operations  due  to  war 
demands  are,  each  day,  adding  to  the  fire  hazard  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  acres  of  slash  land;  and  we  face  the 
coming  fire  season  with  greatly  reduced  personnel,  due  to 
the  shifting  of  men  from  our  small  communities  into  the 
armed  forces  of  the  country  and  into  defense  industries. 
If,  however,  everyone  will  be  careful,  if  they  will  follow  the 
rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the  use  of  fire  in  and 
around  woodlands,  much  of  our  difficulties  will  be  eliminated 
— ^our  fires  kept  few  in  number  with  a  consequent  saving  of 
expense  to  town  and  State. 

There  are  so  many  possibilities  for  trouble  this  year  it  will 
require  the  whole  hearted  and  patriotic  cooperation  of 
everyone  concerned  if  we  are  to  avoid  serious  difficulties. 
Persons  hostile  to  the  best  interests  of  our  country  and  sub- 
normal individuals  affected  by  the  excitement  of  the  times 
may  easily  cause  tremendous  confusion  and  disruption  of 
local  activities  by  deliberately  starting  fires  in  our  woodlands. 
Suspicious  circumstances  connected  with  every  fire  should 
be  made  known  to  the  proper  authorities.  Wardens  and 
Deputies  are  being  instructed  this  year  to  investigate  all 
fires  carefully.  Parties  at  fault  will  be  held  strictly  responsi- 
ble. With  our  forces  weakened,  it  becomes  more  necessary 
for  everyone  to  comply  with  regulations  which  have  been 
set  up  to  govern  the  use  of  fire  in  our  woodland?.  These  are 
briefly  as  follows : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  to 
burn  brush  or  other  debris  in  or  near  woodlands,  or  where 
fire  may  be  communicated  to  such  lands,  once  the  snow 
has  left  the  ground.  Violation  of  this  requirement  makes 
the  responsible  party  liable. 
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a.  To  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  imprisonment  of  not 
more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  To  the  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  warden  in 
attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

c.  For   damage   to   abutting   owners   if   fire   runs   upon 
abutters'  property. 

2.  DON'T  drop  of  throw  from  any  vehicle  while  same 
is  upon  a  public  highway  or  private  way  and 

DON'T  drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live  ashes 
or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

Violation  of  these  prohibitions  penalizes  whoever  is 
found  guilty  with  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25.00. 

3.  DON'T  fail  to  promptly  notify  your  local  warden 
of  any  fires  you  see.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Deerfield: 

My  report,  being  the  thirteenth  in  annual  series,  includes 
enrollment  and  organization,  advancement  in  health 
projects,  emergency  protection  of  school  children,  and 
registration  in  the  national  school  building  program. 

The  report  of  your  enumeration  officer  for  September 
1941  shows  that  Deerfield  had  enrolled  in  school  95  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age.  Eighty-two  were  in  the  Parade 
and  Center  Schools,  two  were  enrolled  in  the  Gossville 
School  in  Epsom,  and  eleven  were  attending  high  school  or 
academy.  Including  nineteen  children  over  sixteen  years 
of  age,  there  were  thirty  pupils  enrolled  in  secondary  schools. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  children  in  the  Pond  School  reduced 
state  aid  to  a  minimum  covering  only  the  cost  of  pupil 
transportation.  Hence,  in  September  1941  the  Pond  School 
was  closed  and  the  four  remaining  children  transported  to 
the  Center  and  Parade  Schools. 

Mrs.  Ella  A.  Allen,  formerly  the  teacher  of  the  Pond 
School,  substituted  during  September  in  the  Center  for 
Mr.  Donald  L.  Chase,  who  returned  later  in  the  fall  from 
military  training  at  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Chase 
has  recently  been  placed  on  the  deferred  list  until  the  end 
of  the  present  school  year. 

Miss  Doris  M.  Fowler,  teacher  of  the  Parade  School,  with- 
drew in  June  to  accept  a  similar  position  of  less  grades  in 
Chester. 

Mrs.  Nancy  T.  Stevens,  a  teacher  of  much  experience  and 
one  who  had  previously  taught  the  Parade  School,  was 
persuaded  to  return.  Considering  the  serious  lack  of  trained 
teachers  who  will  accept  rural  schools,  the  Parade  School 
of  forty  pupils  is  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a  teacher  of 
mature  experience. 

Mrs.  Taschia  P.  Dunlap,  who  conducted  your  music 
instruction  last  year,  withdrew  in  June  to  join  her  husband 
at  Camp  Blanding,  Florida. 

The  position  of  Music  Supervisor  was  filled  by  the  election 
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of  Mrs.  Doris  S.  Buswell  of  Andover,  N.  H.  Mrs.  Buswell 
is  a  graduate  of  Lowell  State  Teachers  College  and  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  Supervisor's  Course.  She  also  super- 
vises the  music  instruction  in  four  neighboring  school 
systems  and  is  a  director  of  the  State  Music  Festival. 
Due  to  illness  she  has  been  compelled  to  suspend  for  the 
winter  her  supervision  in  several  of  the  rural  schools  of 
Deerfield  and  Pembroke. 

Health  projects  have  been  continued  and  permanent 
services  advanced.  I  quote  from  a  letter  of  May  15th  from 
one  of  your  leading  citizens,  not  officially  connected  with 
the  schools.  "At  the  present  time  we  are  all  Dental-Clinic- 
Minded  and  the  money  will  be  available,  I  know."  Money 
was  made  available  for  Deerfield's  first  dental  clinic  to 
provide  complete  care — cleanings  and  fillings  as  well  as 
extractions.  While  the  number  of  permanent  extractions,  43, 
was  very  large,  there  were  62  fillings.  Fifty  of  the  58  pupils 
treated  by  Dr.  Mayo  received  complete  care  and  dental 
certificates.  Thirty-nine  paid  full  cost,  seven  paid  part  cost, 
and  twelve  received  free  care. 

Through  the  generous  cooperation  of  parents  and  other 
citizens  and  the  extended  services  of  the  Surplus  Marketing 
Association  and  the  federal  community  service  program, 
hot  lunches  are  being  continued  for  the  children  of  both 
schools.  You  are  very  fortunate  to  regain  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Kimball  in  the  preparation  of  a  nutritious  and  appe- 
tizing menu. 

The  hot  lunch  is  particularly  beneficial  to  the  many 
children  who  have  recently  recovered  from  severe  colds, 
mumps,  and  other  illness.  The  report  of  your  School  Nurse 
shows  that  six  of  the  ten  children  found  to  be  underweight 
in  the  fall  had  attained  normal  weight  by  June. 

During  last  year  thirty-eight  children  were  excluded  from 
school  on  account  of  communicable  diseases.  Your  nurse 
made  in  all  sixty-two  visits  to  the  three  schools  and  70  visits 
to  the  homes. 

The  emergency  protection  of  school  children  does  not 
anticipate  an  air  attack  directed  against  your  schools. 
On  the  other  hand  it  does  anticipate  that  the  defense  of 
nearby  military  objectives  may  at  any  time  subject  neighbor- 


ing  areas  to  damage  from  our  own  as  well  as  from  enemy 
planes.  To  meet  such  an  emergency,  your  teachers,  after 
attending  the  school  of  instruction  for  air  raid  defense, 
called  at  the  State  House  by  Governor  Blood,  have  organized 
systematic  drills  in  their  respective  schools  and  have  sub- 
mitted to  the  School  Board  and  to  your  chief  air-raid 
warden  for  their  approval  an  adaptation  of  protective 
measures  similar  to  those  in  use  in  neighboring  schools. 

The  existing  emergency  postpones  temporarily  the  realiza- 
tion of  a  modern  central  school  building.  In  the  meantime 
your  School  Board  and  Building  Committee  have  not  been 
inactive.  Plans  and  specifications  as  far  as  perfected  by 
your  Committee  were  submitted  in  December  1941,  through 
Concord  to  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  which  is 
cooperating  with  the  Office  of  Public  Works  Reserve  in 
preparing  a  survey  of  school  building  needs  in  all  the  states. 
The  following  quotation  is  made  from  a  letter  from  Com- 
missioner James  N.  Pringle. 

"The  purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  prepare  a  list  of  school 
building  requirements  that  can  be  used  by  the  Public 
Works  Reserve  in  establishing  their  program  of  school 
building  needs.  This  agency  replaces  the  Public  Works 
Administration  responsible  for  many  of  our  school  build- 
ings during  the  past  eight  years.  The  filling  out  of  these 
forms  does  not  obligate  the  district  in  any  way  but  gives 
both  this  office  and  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  a  future 
program  of  school  building  needs." 

At  the  present  hour  we  are  chiefly  concerned  with  the 
physical  and  mental  fitness  of  our  youth.  Sound  minds  in 
sound  bodies  are  demanded. 

A  public  service  is  being  rendered  by  everyone  who  in 
cooperation  with  the  school  nurse  and  teachers  is  seeking 
to  make  adequate  diet,  physical  well-being  and  health 
education  available  to  every  child  in  your  community.  For 
not  only  is  health  the  basis  of  the  individual's  well-being  but, 
as  Disraeli  remarked,  it  is  the  foundation  of  the  people's 
powers  as  a  nation.
